I have  never  been  prouder  of 
the  BYU  teams  or  pep  groups 
than  I was  during  the  last  four 
days.  Both  faced  pressures  which 
few  people  realize  the  gravity  of. 

The  trouble  brewing  in  Ft. 
Collins,  Colo.,  had  been 
anticipated  a week  before  the 
BYU-CSU  basketball  game.  It  was 
then  that  the  Black  Student 
Alliance  asked  permission  to 
present  a “program”  at  halftime. 
The  BSA  request  was  turned 
down  in  favor  of  the  Cougarettes 
who  had  been  scheduled  to 
perform  for  over  two  months. 

However,  the  BSA  was 
authorized  to  give  a “prayer”  and 
parade  on  the  court  prior  to  the 
ball  game. 

I visited  the  CSU  campus 
Thursday  with  Cam  Caldwell,  Ray 
Daines,  Reed  Halladay  and  Rocky 
Kuonen.  We  were  assured  by 
student  body  president  Jim  Starr 
and  by  BSA  chairman,  Larry 
Jackson,  that  the  pre-game  display 
would  be  short  (about  two 
mintues)  and  quiet. 

An  indication  of  what  was  to 
come  occurred  later  in  the 
afternoon  when  Jackson  told  Art 
Kent  of  KUTV  (who  was 
preparing  a program  for 
Huntley-Brinkley),  “I  can’t  be 
responsible  for  what  happens 
tonight  now  that  the 
administration  has  turned  down 
our  request  for  a halftime 
protest.” 

What  actually  did  happen 
Thursday  night  was  shocking  and 
scary  to  the  BYU  fans,  and 
disgusting  and  unwelcomed  by  the 
majority  of  the  CSU  supporters.

the  fans  began  chanting  “Off  the 
floor,  off  the  floor.” 

The  chant  was  interrupted  for 
the  crowd  to  give  a long  and  well 
deserved  standing  ovation  to  the 
Cougarettes. 


As  the  Cougarettes  hurried  back 
to  the  stands  the  militants  stalked 


around  center  court  waving  crude 
hand  signs. 

They  were  asked  four  times  to 
leave  the  court.  When  the  decision 
was  finally  made  by  Police  Chief 
Ralph  Smith  to  call  in  the  riot 
squad  the  situation  was  out  of 
hand  in  the  CSU  gym  and  the  riot 
squad  was  watching  training  films 
in  the  police  station.

police  entered  the  gym  and  began 
moving  the  protestors  back  to  the 
stands.  On  the  way  back  to  their 
seats  a scuffle  started  between 
several  blacks  and  a white  athlete 
pushing  a broom. 

Several  other  incidents  of 
shoving  and'  pushing  broke  out 
and  before  long  an  angle  iron  was 
hurled  into  the  melee  which 
knocked  Howard  Brock  of  the 
“Rocky  Mountain  News” 
(Denver)  unconscious. 

While  police  and  protestors 
were  battling  and  Brock  was  being 
treated,  a Molotov  cocktail  was 
thrown  out  on  the  floor.  It  was 
pushed  against  the  bleachers  in 
front  of  the  BYU  bench  and  KSL 
broadcast  facility  where  several 
towels  were  thrown  on  it  to  douse 
the  wick  which  “was  almost  all 
gone,”  according  to  the  trackman 
on  the  broom  brigade  whose  fast 
thinking  saved  an  explosion. 

As  the  Cougars  tried  to  come 
out  on  the  floor,  the  crowd 
cheered  loudly  but  the  eggs 
continued.  The  BYU  team 
returned  to  the  dressing  room 
twice  before  they  could  get 
started  warming  up  for  the  second 
half. 

Sporadic  egg  tossing  continued 
throughout  the  second  half  while 
policemen  chased  troublemakers 
in  the  stands. 

The  team  and  pep  groups 
waited  after  the  game  until  the 
crowd  had  cleared  out  of  the  gym 
before  going  to  the  buses  where 
policemen  stood  by. 

Members  of  the  pep  groups 
were  either  stunned  or  scared  or 
both.  Commented  one  of  the  girls, 
“I  didn’t,  really  know  what  hate 
was  until  I looked  into  some  of 
the  faces  of  the  demonstrators.” 

The  Cougarettes  and  pep  groups 
returned  to  their  motel  in  Denver 
where  Lyle  Curtis  was  in  contact 


with  Dean  Cameron.  With 
assurance  from  Wyoming  Athletic 
Director  Red  Jacoby  that  more 
than  adequate  security  measures 
would  be  enforced,  the  decision 
was  made  to  let  the  groups 
continue  on  to  Laramie  Saturday 
afternoon  as  had  been  planned. 

The  reception  in  Laramie  was 
heartwarming  to  say  the  least.  As 
had  been  indicated  by  telephone 
conversation  between  Laramie 
and  the  Cougar  headquarters  in 
Denver,  the  “Cowboys”  were  not 
going  to  stand  for  any  trouble.

About  50  black  and 
white  students  turned  their  back 
on  the  flag  and  Cougar  team  with 
fists  held  high.
